The nerves of our eyes were nigh 
paralysed, blinded by the impenetrable 
living blackness. Since the moon as hour 
ago had set, no relief had our eyes received 
from the cruel darkness, as unwinkingly 
ahead we stared to whence that light must 
come. Suddenly a blazing incandescence 
shone. around us for an instent, and then 
dwindled into normality. It was byt the 
phosphorescence from the body-of a tiny | 
night-insect—some firefly that hovered over 
the quarter-guard, twinkled, | was. 

gone. 

TL was now the Subadar only and myself 
who kept the vigil. The Gurkhas had 
crept away to warm beds im the lines on 
the lower ridge. On the peak of the Bum 
__S'mpra Bum—only Surjon Gurung and 
myself were left. 

Once a light had flickered for a moment, 
dimmed and flickered again—but not in 
the place we strained to with all the 
power of our eyes and of our ears, We 
could not imagine whence it came—down 
there in the depths of the valley of the 
M’h. Then two others close beside it told 
me what it was: the reflection of three 
stars in the waters of the M'li Hka, three 
stars that broke through one solitary chink 
in those high clouds which hid the stars 
from us as we crouched high up on the 


Bum. 

The M’li Hka flowed down from the 
snow mountains of Thibet im a straight 
meridianal line, to become the Irrawadi in | 
the sun-bakell plains of Burma, now roar- 
ing through the rapids, now rattling over 
the loose stones of some natural weir, now 
gliding swiftly, oilily through the deep 
gorges. On the further side, the Sinpraw 
side, of the great river, wedged between 
the Chinese frontier and the M’li Hka, 
lay the Triangle—the unadministered 
inmost region of Burma's Hinterland. 
There on the Sinpraw side our columns 
were marching through vast jungles and 
over high hills, freeing everywhere the 
slaves of the tri Through the 
length and breadth of the’ Chingpaw 


country—froni Yunnan to Assam and from | 


Thibet to Burma, the pperations of the | 
columns were the one absorbing interest of 
every Animist—of every hillsman who 
worships the Natts, the woodland gods of 
the Chingpaw. 

All the guns and all the poisoned: 
arrows, all the spears and al] the dahs of 
the Triangle had been mustered against us 
in the ten thousand square niiles of that 
mountainous territory, and throughout 
the remainder of the (‘hingpaw country. 
In the administered areas the simnal for 
the general rising was awaite'i, 

Surjon Gurung end I waited + sso. 

in the Kachin Taorritcry we were ou:- 
numbejed one hundred to one. British 
prestige alone sustained us—the tone of 
voice of the solitary pioneer, who, softly 
but compellingly, issued his commands 
as if with the sure support of a regiment 
of soldiers behind them. Tidings of one! 
success for the tribesmen in the Triangle 
now alone was wanting, the spark to set 
the bills afire. Would it come to-night? 

My orders were clear. The instant the 
news came through, before the Kachins on 
the &’na side—our sille—ot the river 
could cut the wires my report must be 
tapped out down to rail-head a hundred 
miles away. . and then I must hold 
the Bum for ten days. 


QUESTION OF HOSTAGES. 


For our men across the Irrawadi there 
was but one safe way of marching through 
the narrow tracks of that impenetrable 
jungle. Outflankers were impossible. The 
tribesmen could lie hidden within five 
yards of the track and not a man would 
see them. The one way was to take 
hostages from village to village, to march 
them wrist-to-wrist handcuffed to the 
sipahis. Which vill would be the first 
to refuse hostages? To-morrow the main 
body of our troops were to march on the 
a of the bia Htingnan Duwa, 
the chief who had openly boasted of his 
intended resistance. Till dawn he had 
been given to supply hostages. 

The Kachins might make a ‘massed 
attack to-night or they might refuse 
hostages and ambush our troops to-morrow. 
At dawn the columns must march, with 
hostages through a harmless countryside, 
or, without hostages, to their death. I 
edged my wrist a littl way out my 
pocket—it was bitterly, cold,on that moun- 
tain top—and glanced at my watch. 
Brightly the figures shone out to my dark-

A Soldier Poet. 


'“1 never see a new moon as I did a few 
nights ago,” writes a correspondent, ‘‘ but 
I think of poor Francis Ledwidge, the 
young Irish soldier poet who wet such an 
early death on the Somme. ‘ Frank,’ as he 
was known iu our regiment, the 5th Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers. wrote no more 
henutifnd. line in his: poems than ‘the 
moon leans on one silver horn.’ That he 
was in love with it was evident from its 
recurrence here and there in his writings. 
He was a genial soul, this County Meath 
poet, and, while he did not cht a great 
ficure as a soldier, he was brave and 
cheerful and courageous, as those who 
knew him at Gallipoli, in France, and 
during training at home, can tell. 

“Mr. Frank Catney,’ who wepresents 
Donegal in the Dáil, was a close personal 
friend of Ledwidge, and during many a 
break between ‘parades at chmond 
Barracks, Dublin, and at Basingstoke, in 
Hampshire, where we comp our train- 
ing, have I seen them discussing the poets 
over a pint of ginger beer in the battalion 
canteen. eae Wea pt. proud oí his work, 
and would give it to Carney to read and 
criticise before submitting it to the less 
gentle attention of the editors of literary 
weeklies in which his poems usually 
appeared before they got inte book form. 
On more than one occasion Carney has 
found at the bottom of his haversack a 
forgotten Ledwidge manuscript, hidden 
below hig soap, razor, comb, hairbrush, 
and all the other ‘‘small kit’’ that a 
soldier carries around with him.” 


A Motley “Mob.” 


The 5th ‘‘ Skins’’ was a motley unit. 
We had serving\in it when it was formed 
in Omagh in 1914 a poet, a jockey who 
had ridden in the Grand Nationa!, a 
journalist, a dentist who also was a minor 
playright, Lord Dunsany, who is play- 
right and poet and novelist combined, and 
a Unitarian clergyman, who eventually 
became a lance-corporal. There were farm 
workers from various Irish counties, 
miners from the Durham coalfields, Beliast 
mill hands and shipyard workers, and men 
of every class and creed. An _ extra- 
ordinary amalgam bound by good 
comradeship. It is sad to think of what 
they suffered afterwards. 

At Suvla Bay on August 15, 1915, twenty- 
one of the battalion's officers were listed 
as casualties, the commanding officer, 
Lieutenant-Colonel -Vanrenen, being among 
the killed.

An Irish Commercial Air Port. 


The world moves round in certain 
cycles. There was the Bronze age, then 
the Iron age, and now it would seem as 
if the great Air age was at hand. Where, 
it may well be asked, does Ireland stand in 
this matter? Major Fitzmaurice has 
given us a wonderful advertisement. How 
are we going to profit by it? It is almost 
an accepted commercial fact that air 
transport has immense potentialities. 

My attention has been drawn to the 
fact that Dublin is most favourab'y 
situated for the establishment of a great 
commercial air port. Facing it across the 
Irish Sea are the two enterprising cities 
of Liverpool and Manchester. And the 
latter is, I observe, already taking steps 
to build a large aerodrome in Alexandra 
Park. Surely our own Phenix Park 
possesses unequalled advantages for being 
made the central site for a commercial air 
port for Ireland. It might be linked up 
with the proposed Manchester scheme, 
which envisages a direct general air service 
consisting of mails, passengers and goods 
to the Continent. 

I am convinced that the suggestion of 
an air port for Dublin is eminently prac- 
tical, and I hope it will receive the atten- 
tion of the local Chamber of Commerce. 


‘Cleaner Belfast. 


A EEA for a cleaner Belfast, writes 
a cor ndent, has been initiated, and it 
is hoped that the citizens will co-operate 
with the Corporation in its endeavour to 
make the streets and thoroughfares more 
presentable. In this respect it is taking 
a leaf out of Dublin’s administrative 
hook, and the present movement may be 
traced..to a statement. made by Alderman 
Oswald Jamison, D.L., last year, in which 
he praised the Southern capita] for its 
cleanliness, nnd drew attention to the un- 
satisfactory condition of Belfast. 

It seeins that the city on the Lagan has 
filched from the city on the Liffey its 
ancient and affectionate title of ‘‘ dear 
and áirty,” but it is unwelcome, and is to 
be ‘‘ swept’’ out of existence. During the 
recent blowy and blustery days whirling 
clouds of paper and litter of various kinds 
have been carried hither and thither, and 
even in the suburbs the decorative plots in 
front of dwelling-houses are disfigured by 
fiving refuse. Arrangements are being 
made to change all this, and it is none too 
soon. 


An Appeal. 


An appeal has been made to the citizens 
to refrain from throwing away tramway 
tickets, fruit skins, cigarette boxes, match 
boxes, paper and other articles on the 
streets, and the Cleansing Department has 
decided to affix wire baskets to tramwi.y 
and lamp standards for the reception of 
such litter, so that there will be no excuse 
for carelessness in the future. 

Other steps are being taken to improve 
the appearance of the city, and the pr>- 
prietors of the local cinemas have been 
asked to display at each performance an- 
nouncements impressing upon the audience 
the importance of keeping the city free 
from rubbish. It is expected that the 
activities of the authorities will rapidly 
bring about a much-desired transforma- 
tion, and that Belfast will, before long, 
rival Dublin in its well-ordered highways 
and byways. 


Miss Katherine Marshall. 


Miss Katherine Marsball, who, with 
Miss Emily Balch, of the United States, 
arrives in Ireland on Thursday, to launch 
the campaign in favour of the Kellogg 
proposals, has been touring England to 
arouse sympathy in this movement to out- 
law war. Miss Marshall is a daughter of 
the late Master of Harrow, and a cousin 
of Lord Monteagle. 

The Marshalls are well known in the 
lake district of England, and it will be 
remembered that Dr. Marshal] took a very 
prominent part in the work of conserving 
Keswick and the surroundings as 4 
beauty spot for the English people. Miss 
Marshall's brother has one of the loveliest 
residences in the lake district. 

As the English Vice-President of the 
Women's Internationa] League for Peace, 
Miss Marshal! has been very active in al! 
movements at home and at Geneva. She 
is assisting Miss Balch, the United States 
representative, and one of the most 
prominent women leaders in America. 
Miss Balch is probably the best known 
American woman abroad. She has just 
published a book on Hayti, having written 
it after a long sojourn there.

_ 1 had an interesting chat with Dr, 
Jim" Beckett about the forthcoming 
Olympic Games. at A , and learnt 
much about the preparations which are 
being made for the espatch of an Irish 
team to the Dutch 
city. Dr. Beckett is 
one of the most 
active members of the 
Irish Olympic Coun- 
cil, of which Mr. 
J. J. Keane is Presi- 
dent, and he tells me 
that a strong effort is 
being made to raise 
enough money to 
send a really repre- 
setitative team to 
compete in the 
Games. At first it 
was hoped to send 
about a dozen 
athletes, a water polo team, a contingent 
of boxers, a crew of oarsmen, and a party 
of gymnasts; but the expense of such a 
large number would be too high. Conse- 
quently, the rowing and gymnastics have 
been dropped from the Irish programme, 
and the Council is concentrating on its 
athletes, boxers and water polo players. 


The Need for Funds. 


The aim of the Council is to send a 
really Irish team to Amsterdam. To 
that end negotiations are in progress with 
representatives of Northern Ireland, and 
it is hoped that our team will go to 
Holland under an All-Ireland banner. 
The importance of a good showing at the 
Olympia Games would be difficult to 
exaggerate. This little island always has 
had a good reputation for sport of all 
kinds, and the pitting of its champions 
against the pick of the world will be an 
excellent advertisement, not only for Irish 
prowess in the field of sport, but for the 
Tailteann Games, which will be held 
almost immediately after the Olympiad. 
At present the chief view of the Irish 
Olympic Council is money. A steamer has 
been chartered for the Irish team, and

during the period of the Games it will 


remain at anchor in the Zuider Zee. All 
that costs money, and it is estimated that 
the expenses of every one of our team will 
be between £30 and £40. As the Council 
is depending almost entirely on voluntary 
contributions, I hope that its efforts will 
be rewarded by a generous response. 

Our men hardly can hope to overcome 
the tremendous organisation of the 
American and German Olympic teams; 
but, at least, they may be trusted not to 
disgrace themselves; and in some depart- 
ments, at any rate, I believe that they will 
have quite a fair chance of success. 


1A Dublin By-way. 


How many of my readers, expert in the 
highways and byways.of Dublin, know 
the passage leading from Parliament row 
in Fleet street to Foster place? The 
passage, though strange to so many, serves 
a useful purpose in diverting quite a con- 
siderable measure of pedestrian traffic 
from the congested College Green. Yet 
now it is in danger of being closed. 

Ever since the Bank of Ireland occupied 
the old Parliament House the passage has 
been kept open, save at nights; but 
recently the Bank sold the premises which 
adjoin the Corporation Electricity Build- 
ings, together with the passage, to the 
Currency Commission. The privilege which 
the public has enjoyed through the 
courtesy of the Governor and Company of 
the Bank of Ireland is to be withdrawn 
by the new owners. 

Small alterations in the plans for the 
buildings which the Currency Commission 
is about to erect would preserve the 
passage to public use. In view of the 
urgent need for diffusion of traffic, this 
surely ought to be done.

BUNYAN’S TERCENTENARY 
—_—— + —— 
(By H. HORTON HOLLINGWORTH.) 


pts year the Anglo-Saxon world will 
be celebrating the tercentenary of a 
very great Englishman, who wrote a 
famous classic—some people reverence it 
next to the Bible—and who died worth 
£100. To-day the original manuscript of 
that work would be worth many thousands 
of pounds, It’ was “The Pilgrim's 
Progress,’’ wri in gaol, A Hebrew 
version appeared in 1861, and a first 
edition realised £1,475, twenty-seven years 
ago. 

John Bunyan, the author, was born in 
1628 at Elstow, a mile south of Bedford. 
He came of a fine, old yeoman stock, 
which could be traced back to the Con- 

ueror’s time. In fact, the family of 

uignon, Bunion, Bonyan or Binyan (the 
name is found spelled in thirty-four 
different ways) had been settled in the 
county of Bedford from a very early 
period. Bunyan, therefore, had the blood 
of a fine rural aristocracy in him. He 
was, as Horace put it, “A countryman, 
one of nature s philosophers, with rough 
common-sense. ”' 


WHAT THE MAN WAS LIKE 


He was the son of a tinker, growing up 
to be a tall, not bad-looking country 
youth, stromg-boned, amd with the ruddy 
face and sparkling, thoughtfal eyes of 
young David, the psalmist. He had red 
hair and a hi forehead, denoting 
extreme courage and intelligence, and a 
small moustache. To this was to be added 
later the small chin beard of the period. 

You would have said on mecting him 
that he was of a rough and stern temper, 
but, if his conversation was sparse, it was 
mild and affable. His countenance was 
grave, and his habit plain and modest. 
So far as 1 know, he has not been idealised 
over liberally by poets or painters; and 
could you have seen him in the year when 
he lost his mother, going to enlist with 
Cromwell’s Army at Newport Pagnell, at 
the age of sixteen, you would have little 
dreamed that here was a world-famous 
man in the making. 

Yet there was a dynamic majesty abont 
this wonderful youth, as there was in 
Milton; Cromwell, Bradshaw. Hampden 
and Falkland—as there was in St. Paul. 
Then, later, you might have seen him. 
half drunk, listening to some religious 
discourse om the village green. It was 
here that came the turning point in the 
life of John Bunyan. Now his pilgrimage 
was about to begin, and, presently, after 
trial and tribulation, he would bequeath 
to posterity one of the most soul-inspiring 
and beautiful books in the language. 

When Bunyan “joined up ” it was in 
anger at his father’s re-marriage. The 
next step in his progress was when he was 
deeply moved at the death of a comrade 
shot while serving in his place. This was 
a providential escape for our future 
genius, and Bunyan never forgot it. 


THE STEPMOTHER. 


The arrival of a stepmother seems +o 
have estranged Bunyan from his home. 
He had a bad time there. When he was 
studying his primer and copy-book—“ I 
never went to school to Aristotle or 
Plato,’’ he tells us—he would be called 
away to help his father at his trade. 

When the war was over he retarned to 
his native village: He had tried to foryet 
his troubles, and he became a gay, daring 
young fellow, enjoying his Sunday sports 
after the Service, on the village green. 
But he was by no means what we should 
call a bad character, though, as a boy, ne 
had acquired the habit of profane swear- 
ing. Indeed, some people declared that ha 
was the ungodliest fellow for swearing 
they ever heard. 

The influence of a young, pretty and 
hard-working wife gradually changed a | 
this, and one by one he gave up all his 
favourite pursuits and pastimes. He 
began to read the Bible narratives and to 
attend Church Services. Then one day he 
overheard a religious conversation of 
certain poor women in Bedford, and, per- 
haps, through this, at the age of twenty- 
five, he joined their society, was made a 
deacon, and began to preach. 


FIRST PUBLICATIONS. 


The next blow came when, three years 
later, he Jost his wife, and was left with 
four young children, one of them blind ; 
and in that same year appeared his first 
publication — “Some Gospel Truths 
Opened" and ‘‘A Vindication ” of it— 
both, oddly enough, directed against the 
Quakers, which sect had risen in England 
some ten years previously. Yet he, like 
them, afterwards suffered grevious per- 
secution. It is difficult to see why Bunyan 
should have been hostile to the Quakers, 

He was now about to get into more 
trouble. Owing to his opposition to the 
setiled Presbyterian clercy he was 
indicated at the Assizes, but with what 
result is not recorded. However, shortly 
after, he was arrested again and im- 
prisoned, the laws against, _ licensed 
preaching being vigorously enforced. 
Bunyan was allowed out of prison pending 
trial, to preach at his meeting house. 
Aiterwards he got a short sentence. 


IN PRISON. 


Still refusing to discontinue public 
preaching, he was kept in prison, with an 
interval of a few weeks, in 1666. for, 
twelve years. He could have escaped the 
warrant, but he could not be a coward. 
Even the judge was anxious to release 
him. but Bunyan was obstinate, and 
would give no promise to abandon his 
beloved preaching. Thus he remained in 
the county gaol, a confined and comfort- 
less place reeking with disease. He was, 
however, allowed a certain amount of 
freedom. in the prison, making tagged 
laces for a living, preaching to the 
prisoners, and writing numerous pieces, 
prose and verse. 

In the spring of 1672 Bunyan was 
released. Three years later he is supposed 
to have undergone a short term cf 
imprisonment and to have then written 
his “Pilerims Progress,’’ published in 
1678, and since then translated into 
languages all over the world in a count- 
less output of volumes. Now he was un- 
molested, and, from this time forward, 
preached in many places, especially in 
London, and wrote considerably. 

He died im 1688, and is buried in Bun- 
hill Fields, London, where many people 
who died from the plague were buried. 
His collected works were published forty- 
eight years after his death. 

Who does not know “ The Pilgrim's 
Progress,” and the  characters— Mr. 
Wordly Wiseman, Mr. By-ends and his 
family, and Mrs. Diffidence, the wile of 
Giant Despair? Who has not enjoyed 
Old Honest. Mr. Valiant-for-the-Truth, 
Mr. Despondence and his daughter, Miss 
Muchafraid, and the young woman whose 
name was Dull? These will live as long 
as English literature, romance and 
religious fervour shall last. 

So passed a great, courageous and 
talented Englishman—one who suffered for 
conscience sake, and who gloriously 
persevered. To quote the “‘ Pilgrim '’~- 

The man so bravely played the man, 

He made the fiend to fly.

‘* BORDERS “IN IRISH 
DRAMA. 


MR. LENNOX ROBINSON ON 
COMMERCIAL ASPECT. 


“ Modern Trish Drama’’ was the subject 
of an address given by Mr, Lennox 
Robinson. of the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, at 
yesterday's weekly luncheon meeting of the 
Belfast Rotary Club, under the presidency 
of Dr. George G. Lyttle. The President 
extended a hearty welcome to Rotarian 
E. K. Eason (Dublin) and Messrs. Lennox 
Robinson and F. Ibbotson (Leeds). 

Mr. Lennox Robinson said that he would 
speak on the importance of Irish drama ‘» 
the whole world of modern drama, and its 
importance as a national asset. They had 
to remember that Irish drama was an extra- 
ordinarily young movement, only thirty years 
old. It was not to be said that there were 
not before that time and since the time of 
the Elizabethans, Irish dramatists, but there 
were few save Congreve, Goldsmith, «nd 
Sheridan, whose plays had survived. From 
the barren aimeteenth century the only plays 
that had survived were those of Oscar Wilde 
and the indubitably immortal George 
Bernard Shaw; but even their plays were 
largely after the English mode. Yeats tad 
a dream of a drama that was unmistakably 
Irish and which could not be mistaken fcr 
uny other drama in the world. 

When: he (Mr. Robinson) spoke of a 
national drama he was not referring only to 
the work of the Abbey Theatre, but also to 
the work of their Ulster Players. ( Applause.) 
That work was completely national in the 
sense that it was unlike the drama of any 
other country—mainly unlike in its subject- 
matter. In Paris and London there was 
always the love movement. In Ireland our 
dramatists had discovered that they might 
choose subjects of public interest, problems 
of — life, sometimes rather small 
problems, and vet of national social import 
ance. He also considered the Irish drama 
a valuable commercial asset. Whatever his

MERCURY AND THE MOON. 

TO THE KDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Sm,—A fortunate gap in the heavy hail 
clouds on the south-west horizon last night 
enabled me to see the very beautiful spectacle 
of the new moon—only thirty-two hours old— 
with the planet Mercury twinkling above it, 
at 9.30 p.m. Greenwich mean time. This is 
not by any means a record in observation. 
Even in Ireland I have seen the new moon 
when twenty-eight hours old, but I do not 
remember in Ireland observing Mercury so 
close to the sun before. This is a terrible 
climate for astronomy. in 1907, at Gibraltar, 
I observed Mercury on twenty-six consecutive 
days. Here I do not suppose I shall have a 
chance of seeing him again during his present 
elongation. 

I really think that the time would not be 
wasted if a little very elementary astronomy 
were tarfht in: our fmtional schools: just 
enough to enable the children to use their 
eyes intelligently—not, for example, to look 
for a new moon in the north-east.—Yours,

LEAVE TO APPEAL REFUSED. 
(BEFQRE THE CHI JusTic MR. JUSTICE

Court of Criminal A 1 in 
State in the case of the At 
Mary Cole, a young i 
Derrylahan, Mountrath, King’s County, in 
the application made on her behalf for leave 
te appeal against her conviction on the 
arge of having murdered, by drowning, 
two infant children of her employers, Mr. 
and Mrs. Flynn, school teachers, of Camross, 
Rathdowney, in may one August of last year. 
The trial took p hefore Mr. Justice 
O’Byrne and a jury in the Central Criminal 
Court, Green street, and, on conviction, the 
accused girl was sentenced to be detained 
during the pleasure of the Governor-General. 

The application for leave to appeal was 
made on several grounds, the principal ground 
being with reference to the charge to the 
jury. Other grounds were that the verdict 
could not reasonably be sustained upon the 
evidence; that it was against the evidence 
and the weight of evidence, and that the 
trial was unsatisfactory. It was also sub- 
mitted that the jury, in the circumstances, 
had no alternative but to find the accused 
girl guilty. ' 

Mr. James J. Walsh (instructed by Mr. 
William Dwyer, Roscrea) appeared for the 
accused girl in support oí the application ; 
and Mr. ai, K.C., and Mr. Joseph Healy 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) for 
the Attorney-General in opposition to it. 

| THE JUDGMENT. 

The Chief Justice, delivering the judgment 
of the Court, reviewed in detail the circum- 
stances of the case and the evidence given 
at the trial, and said that a man called 
Hennessy and a girl called Mary Bastick 
gave evidence which, if believed, constituted 
a ease against the accused girl which un- 
doubtedly required an answer from her. Her 
answer to their evidence was a complete denial 
of the facts alleged. — Hennessy s evidence 
was that he passed the gate leading into the 
field on the wee in question; that , looked 
into the field and saw Mary Cole driving a 
cow, and running alongside her a small child 
in a red coat, a child whose age he estimated 
at under two years. He went on to Phelan’s 
shop, which Mary Cole came to later, when 
he inquired her name. Before he left the 
village of Camross he heard that the child was 
missing and a search was being made. '“The 
next day he heard she was drowned. 

Mary Bastick came along the same road 
as Hennessy to Phelan’s, and, having done 
some business there, returned the same. way. 
When she came to the gate leading to 
Fiynn’s land at Longford Cross she saw Mary 
Cole driving the cow, but saw no child. The 
case for the prosecution was, and must be, 
that Philomena Flynn was taken by Mary 
Cole and drowned in the interval of time 
between Hennessy’s passing up the road and 
Mary Bastick’s passing back again. 

CASE FOR PROSECUTION. 

‘The whole case for the prosecution centred 
round the evidence of Hennessy. He saw 
the child in the company of the 
accused girl, and within a short time 
afterwards she was dead. A remarkable 
fact was that when he saw her the child had 
a red coat. There was a red coat for the use 
of the children of the Flynn family, and at 
times it was worn by Philomena. Later the 
coat was found in Flynn’s house when they 
were preparirg to go on holidays. Therefore, 
if the case made was well-founded, the accused 
girl must‘ have first removed the red coat 
before she drowned the child, and then 
brought back the coat to Flynn’s house to 
give the appearance of the child having 
wandered out alone and fallen into the river. 

Mary Cole’s case depended upon a complete 
denial of the evidence of Hennessy and Mary 
Bastick. She said that they must be mis- 
taken. Hennessy had given very cogent 
reasons for fixing the evening on which he 
saw Mary Cole and the child in the field at 
the particular time. The fact that the child 
was in Mary Cole’s company shortly before 
its death, while it did not relieve the papsecu- 
tion of the necessity for establishing the guilt 
of Mary Cole, did provide evidence which 
might go to the jury, and from which they 
might draw an en against Mary Cole's 
innocence. It was one of those situations in 
which two people were concerned, and in 
which one of them met a violent death—a 
situation which required an explanation on 
the part of the survivor, but no explanation 
was given other than a denial of fact hy the 
defence. :

ABLE ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Walshe, in his very aole argument. 
with which he held them for two days as 
very attentive listeners, attacked the verdict 
because of the manner in which the learned 
judge dealt with this particular part of the 
case in his charge. The case was presented 
as either one of accident or murder. The case 
for accident was made by the description of 
the lands round about the field, while it was 
contended on the other side that a child of 
one year and ten months, as Philomena then 
was, could not have wandered away and got 
through the gate and fence about this land. 
But, on the other hand, there was evidence 
of an incident a fortnight before, when this 
child was seen in the same field, and more or 
less in the same position, by the priest’s 
servant hoy. He heard the child crying. 
Some distance away he saw Mary Coie turning 
out the cow. Mary Cole said that was the 
only other occasion on which the child 
wandered. But it was no function of the 
Court to re-try the case. The function of the 
Court was to see that the issues had been 
properly presented to the jury and tried by 
the jury with proper instruction from the 
judge. 

THE ISSUE. 


Deuling at length with the duties of judges 
in the direction and summing up to juries, 
and quoting from the learned judge’s summing 
up to the jury in the present case, the Chief 
Justice said that it had been suggested to 
them that the learned judge should have put 
it to the jury that the death of this little girl 
might be laid at the door of the boys with 
whom Mary Cole had been associated in the 
previous month of June. No shred of 
evidence of any kind had been given to con- 
nect them with these deaths, though Mr. 
Walshe pointed out that they might have 
resentment against the Flynns. There was 
no question on the evidence but that it was 
an issue as between accident and death by 
the agency of Mary Cole. There could be no 
doubt as to the truth of Hennessy’s story, 
though the judge undoubtedly indicated his 
own belief in its truthfulness; still there 
could be no dovft that the question of its 
truth was leit to the jury to determine. The 
learned judge both at the beginning and at 
the end of his charge indicated to the jury 
how they were to deal with the evidence, and 
particularly with his expression of views. 

Quoting from Mr. Justice O’Byrne’s 
references in his charge to the jury on this 
point, the Chief Justice said that it seemed to 
the Court impossible to improve on the 
learned judge's statement a the position 


of a jury with regard to issues of 
fact and expressions of opinion which 
might be dropped from the judge. Various 


objections against the learned judge’s charge 
and direction to the jury were raised in the 
notice of application for leave to appeal, 
which the Court did not uphold. Objection 
was raised to the statement made to the jury 
early in the trial, that the accused girl on 
account of her youth was not liable to the 
death penalty if she were found guilty. The 
Court were of opinion that that was not a 
sound or sustainable objection. Mary Cole 
was not liable to sentence of death, because 
a statute so prescribed, and the jury were 
merely told that such was the state of the 
law. 

A point also was made by Mr. Walshe 
that a statement was thrown out by Mr. 
Carrigan, opening the prosecution, that this 
irl was of a certain mental type. They 
ad no record of Mr. Carrigan’s utterance 
before them, but it did not appear to them 
that he could have indicated more’ than that 
she was a girl of mental development in 
advance of her years, and also that she was 
subjected to the stimulus of a humiliation 
which might have instigated her to the crime 
which was committed. 


NOT SUSTAINED. 

On the whole, the Court, having con-~ 
sidered the charge carefully, and having 
heard Mr. Walshe's able argument, came to 
the conclusion that the application was not 
sustained, that the charge was one which 
could not be attacked; further, that the 
trial and hearing were not unsatisfactory, 
and that, therefore, the application must be 
dismissed. 

An application by Mr. Walshe for leave to 
appeal to the Supreme Court was refused.

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DUNDALK SCHOLARSHIP 
SCHEME. 


“A: LAUDABLE CHARITABLE | 


INTENTION.”’ 
(GEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered im the 
matter of the estate of Arabella Jane Dufty, 
formerly of Dundalk, spinster, deceased ; 
Charles Gerald MacMahon, solicitor, Dun- 
dalk, plaintiff; and the Attorney-General cf 
Saorstat Eireann, Agnes M. Carroll, of 
Clonevin, Dundalk, and John William 
Turner, Fair Green, Dundalk; and, by order, 
Frank Vivian Gordon, ‘general solicitor for 
minors, defendants. : 

Miss Daffy, by her will, made provision 
for a scholarship, to be called the Bernard 
Duffy Scholarship, to be awarded in open 
competition in either medicine, physiology, 
chemistry or history, such scholarship to be 
tenable for seven years. She limited the 
candidates to persons: who were born within 
a radius of five miles from the Market Square 
of Dundalk, who had been educated for a 
period of seven years, at least, in some 
national school or national schools in Ireland, 
and who, at the commencement of the 
examination at which he or she should be a 
successful competitor, was filteen years of 
age, and no more, or under that age. She 
put a further limitation.on the candidaies by 
stipulating that they should be children of 
tho industrial or working classes, the de 
cision of the trustees:on these points to be 
final and binding. 

The examiner to whom the matter had 
been referred reportéd that the -intentions 
expressed by the tesiatrix could not be 
carried out, and the matter came up to have 
it decided whether a valid cnaritable inten- 
tion had been disclosed, and, if so, whether 
the trust could be carried out by the Court 
cy pres, and also for directions for the pre- 
paration of a scheme, 

JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, delivering judgment, 
said that as the competitors for the scholar- 
ship, which was to be tenable for from four 
to seven years, were to be not more than 
sixteen years of age, and to have been 
educated in a National school. the scheme for 
selecting the recipient of the scholarship 
obviously was entirely impracticable. The 
scheme, however, was only peor era | to the 
purpose of the scholarship, and if that pur- 
pose was charitable and could be effectuated 
by a scheme settled by the Court, the case 
was a clear one for the application of the 
doctrine of cy pres. 

The purpose of the scholarship was clearly 
indicated in the statement of qualifications 
for eligibility. The object of the scholarship 
clearly was to give an opportunity from timo 
to time to children of the industrial classes 
in Dundalk of getting the benefit of higher 
education, so as to enable them to obtain a 
qualification for some profession. The com- 
petitive examination, on the result of which 
the scholarship was from time to time to be 
awarded, was merely the test devised by the 
testatrix for selecting the fittest recipient of 
the scholarship, and the one most, likely to 
benefit from the higher education which the 
scholarship provided the means of obtaining. 
The intention of the testatrix was a most 
laudable charitable intention, and it was not 
to be defeated because the prescribed test 
was unworkable. 

THE SATISFACTORY COURSE. 

Tt seemed to him that the most satisfactory 
course would be for the trustees themselves 
to award the scholarship on the recommenda- 
tions and reports of two or more examiners, 
who should be left a free hand as to the 
method of investigation they would adopt, 
subject to a few controlling directions. First, 
it should not be difficult to ascertain what 
advantage each pupil had taken of the educa- 
tion received in the National school, and in 
this connection the examiners might have 
liberty to interview the masters of the 
schools in which the pupils were educated, 
Then it would occur to him that each pupil 
should be required to write an account of 
something that would test the child’s power 
of observation, and of describing clearly what 
was observed. There further should be an 
oral examination, directed mainly to discover 
‘ng the child’s genéral alertness of mind, and 
also the strength and direction of ils inte- 
) also be 


rests. The examination might con: 
veniently divided into a preliminary or 
* woeeding-ont ’’ examination, which would 
reduce the competitors, if many, to a few 


possible winners, and a final examination. 
The latter might include the obtaining of 
information as to the child’s health, and also 
an examination, as far as possible, of its 
eharacter; for, after all, in the race of life, 
character counted more than brains. 
THE EXAMINERS. 

On the question of selecting an examiner, 
Mr. Justice Meredith said that he thought 
advised 


that the trustees would be well 

to pay a fee that would make it worth 
the while of a secondary school teacher 
to go to Dundalk during vacation for at 


least a week for the purpose of making a 
thorough investigation, and the examiner 
or examiners should not, in his opinion, be 
natives of Dundalk or be likely to be ses gh 
to any local influence. He did not think it 
necessary to say more than that on this 
subject, as the selection of the examiners 
must rest, as the testatrix intended, entirely 
with the trustees, and the scheme to be 
settled must not interfere’ with that. 

He would refer the matter to the Examiner 
to settle a scheme, which would come before 
him for approval. If the machinery directed 
by the testatrix was quite impracticable, it 
was only right to say that there was great 
difficulty inherent: in the nature of her project. 
But she had a most laudable charitable inten- 
tion, and he would spare-no pains to see 
that it did not fail. Perhaps, he should 
add that the ideas of the testatrix as to the 
original examination on which the scholar- 
ship was to be awarded might be given effect 
to in a partial manner by conditions for the 
retention of the scholarship and for the pay- 


ment of.accumulations at the end of the 
scholarship period.
